Examiner's Amendment to the Claims 

Cancel claims 100, 104, 108-117, and 119. 

The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

Claims 99, 103, 105-107, and 118 are directed to an isolated cholestryl ester 
transferase (also referred to as LIPAM-6) of specific amino acid sequence and 
DNA/RNA encoding it. 

Claimed amino acid sequence is free of prior art. Further, the prior art fails to 
teach or suggest such specifically claimed amino acid sequence. Hence, said amino 
acid sequence is also non-obvious. Since said amino acid sequence is both novel and 
non-obvious, polypeptide molecules consisting of or comprising it and DNA/RNA 
encoding any of said products are also novel and non-obvious. 

Claims 99, 103, 105-107 and 118 are allowed.
